two to five vears. 

In the proposed laws officers of 
banks, but not directors,, will be 
prohibited from horrowing any 
sums from the banks by which 
they are employed, and all em- 
ployes of banks will be prohibited 
from making loans to officers. 
Penalties under the misdemeanor 
section will be provided in both 


instances. 
Other Proposed Provisiona. 

Other new provisions proposed 
are: Punishment for refusing to 
make the statement required by 
law from banks, + for concealing 
loans, for permitting overdrafts by 
officers or employes, for the exac- 
tion by officers or employes of 
personal commissions for making 
loans, for the purchasing of the 
bank's paper by officers at a dis- 
count, and for the payment of un- 
earned dividends by banks, and 
relieving banks of lability for the 
payment of checks more than one 
year old. 

Prominent among the new pro- 
visions is that prohibiting bank of- 
ficials before making a loan at the 
legal rate of interest for the bank. 
from exacting from the borrower 
a personal commission for the of- 
ficer handling the loan. This ts a 
practice which ts gald not to be 
general in banking but which ex- 
ists to some extent.
